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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 05-13-2005 has been entered. Claims 1-3 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
L312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Jiawei Huang on 05-23-2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 1, line 3, delete "on"; 

Claim 1, line 5, change "panel" to —cut-; 

Claim 2, line 7, after "board" insert -structure- and after "between" insert -the--; 
Claim 2, line 9, change "thereof to -of the lighting fixing structure-; 
Claim 3, line 3, after "upper" insert -unit of-; and 
Claim 3, line 10, change second recitation of "a" to —the—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1- 
3, Durbin (US#6076294) discloses a mailbox 14 with lighting decorative structure (Fig. 5), 
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comprising lighting fixing structures (col 3, lines 37-41, outer frame not shown), lighting units 
40, and lighting board structures including a lighting board 20 cut with letter font 30 (col. 3, lines 
23-25) and a film 60, wherein the lighting fixing structure is fixed onto a side face of the mailbox 
and connected to a solar energy board 104. 

5. Regarding claim 1, Durbin fails to disclose the following: the lighting board structure 
including a connecting board; an optical fiber filament inserted inside the cut of the lighting 
board; and the lighting fixing structure including a fixing main unit, an upper cover, and a 
receptor unit as claimed in detail such that the lighting board structure is inserted between the 
upper cover, receptor unit, and fixing main unit. It would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Durbin to include these features. 

6. Regarding claim 2, Durbin fails to disclose the following: the film cut with the letter font; 
and the lighting fixing structure including a fixing plate, optical fiber fabric, and fixing frame 
having fixing end faces as claimed in detail wherein the lighting unit is installed in each end of 
the lighting fixing structure. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify Durbin to include these features. 

7. Regarding claim 3, Durbin fails to disclose the following: the lighting board structure 
including an optical fiber fabric, plywood, and the film being cut with the letter font; and the 
lighting fixing structure including a fixing main unit with fixing end faces to receive the lighting 
board structure therebetween wherein the lighting unit is installed on the lower part of the light 
fixing structure. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Durbin to include these features.
